MA Officials Want More Students 
Back In Classrooms Full-Time

Massachusetts 
are pushing to bring more 
students back to the class- 
room on a full-time basis in 
April, starting with elemen- 
tary school students. 

Education Commissioner 
Jeff Riley on Feb. 23 said he 
would ask the Massachu- 
setts Board of Elementary 
and Secondary Education 
to give him permission to 
begin ending districts’ re- 
mote and hybrid learning 
programs. 

“If I am = granted this 
authority, I would take a 
phased-in approach to re- 
turning students to the class- 
room, working closely with 
state health officials and 
medical experts,” Riley said 
at a State House press con- 
ference. 

“My focus would be on 
bringing back elementary 
students first, with the plan 
likely extending to middle 


officials . 


school grades later in the 
school year and possibly 
high schools as well. Ideally 
my initial goal is to bring all 
elementary students back to 
in-person learning five days 
a week in April.” 

Parents will still have the 
option through the end of the 
school year of keeping their 
children home where they 
would learn remotely, Riley 
added. Districts would also 
be allowed to seek waivers 
to continue remote or hybrid 
learning models if needed. 

At the Feb. 23 press con- 
ference, Gov. Charlie Baker 
said 80 percent of school 
districts currently offer in- 
person learning either full- 
time or on a hybrid basis. 
The remaining 20 percent 
of school districts, home to 
400,000 students, are fully 
remote. 

Students are eager to get 
back to the classroom, the 
governor said.

BBB Tip: Emotional Support Animals 
No Longer Considered Service Animals On US. Flights 


If you are planning on a much-needed getaway in the 
United States by air and taking your emotional support ani- 
mal, double check the changes recently issued by the U.S. 
Department of Transportation (DOT). 

The changes were deemed necessary for air traveler safe- 
ty, after numerous concerns were cited by several individu- 
als regarding service animals in limited aircraft space. 

Here are some specifics on the new rules for service ani- 
mals when flying: 

* The definition of a service animal as a dog that is indi- 
vidually trained to do work or perform tasks for the benefit 
of a person with a disability. 

* No longer considers an emotional support animal to be 
a service animal. They can be considered as pets. Note: psy- 
chiatric service animals are treated the same as other service 
animals. 

* Allows airlines to require forms developed by DOT at- 
testing to a service animal’s health, behavior, and training. 
If taking a long flight, the owner must attest that the service 
animal either would not need to relieve itself or can relieve 
itself in a sanitary manner. 

This final rule defines a service animal as a dog, regard- 
less of breed or type, that is individually trained to do work 
or perform tasks for the benefit of a qualified individual with 
a disability, including a physical, sensory, psychiatric, intel- 
lectual, or other mental disability. 

It allows airlines to recognize emotional support animals 
as pets, rather than service animals, and permits airlines to 
limit the number of service animals that one passenger can 
bring onboard an aircraft to two service animals. 

The final rule also allows airlines to require passengers 
with a disability traveling with a service animal to complete 
and submit to the airline a form, developed by DOT, attest- 


ing to the animal’s training and good behavior, and certify- 
ing the animal’s good health. 

For flight segments of eight hours or more, the rule al- 
lows airlines to require passengers to complete and submit 
a DOT form attesting that the animal has the ability either 
not to relieve itself on a long flight or to relieve itself in a 
sanitary manner. In addition, this final rule allows airlines 
to require a service animal user to provide these forms up to 
48 hours in advance of the date of travel if the passenger’s 
reservation was made prior to that time. As an alternative, 
airlines may require a passenger with a disability seeking 
to travel with a service animal in the cabin to provide the 
forms at the passenger’s departure gate on the date of travel. 
However, the final rule prohibits airlines from requiring 
that a passenger physically check-in at the airport solely 
on the basis that the individual is traveling with a service 
animal, thus ensuring that service animal users are not pre- 
vented from enjoying the same convenience-related benefits 
provided to other passengers, such as online and curbside 
check-in. Service animal users may use the online check-in 
process available to the general public. 

This final rule also better ensures the safety of passengers 
and crew members by allowing carriers to require that ser- 
vice animals are harnessed, leashed, or otherwise tethered 
onboard an aircraft and includes requirements that would 
address the safe transport of large service animals in the 
aircraft cabin. Further, it specifies the circumstances under 
which the user of a service animal may be charged for dam- 
age caused by the service animal and addresses the respon- 
sibilities of code-share partners.

Train at least one of 
your tomato plants onto a 
stake for an earlier harvest. 
Loosely tie one or two stems 
to a tall stake. Continue se- 
curing the stems through- 
out the season as the plant 
grows. Remove the suckers, 
the small branches that form 
between the main stem and 
leaf, as they appear. You’ll 
have fewer fruit, but they 
will be ready to harvest 
sooner than those caged 
or grown sprawled on the 
ground.

AAA: Drivers Still Afraid To Ride In Self-Driving Cars 


Automakers may already 
hold the key to improving 
public acceptance of self- 
driving cars: fine-tuning ex- 
isting vehicle technology. 

AAA’s annual automated 
vehicle survey finds that 
only 22 percent of people 
feel manufacturers should 
focus on developing self- 
driving vehicles. The major- 
ity of drivers (80 percent) 
say they want current vehi- 
cle safety systems, like au- 
tomatic emergency braking 


and lane keeping assistance, 


to work better and more 


than half —58 percent —said 
they want these systems in 
their next vehicle. 

“People are ready to 
embrace new vehicle tech- 
nology, especially if it will 
make driving safer,” said 
Mary Maguire, director of 
Public and Government Af- 
fairs.

Potato-Crusted Ricotta and Spinach Pie

Doesn't almost everyone love foods 
when they are crispy and crunchy? 

How about a potato-crusted Ricotta and 
spinach pie which is featured in today’s col- 
umn, I found this recipe recently and my 
daughter, Anne Marie, quickly tried it and 
we all loved it. 

In the recipe you have your choice of 
what type of cheese (I used parmesan) and 
spinach that you want to use. (You can use 
either the frozen spinach which you would 

thaw and drain or a bag of fresh spinach.) 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees, grease a 
casserole dish or cake pan 


1 small contajner Ricotta cheese 

1 bag fresh baby spinach or 1 10-ounce 
package of frozen thawed and drained. 

4 cup parmesan cheese (grated) 

1 egg 

4 cup seasoned bread crumbs (I used 
panko) 


Butter oil or spray for the casserole 
dish or cake pan. 

1 large potato peeled and sliced about 
1/8 to 1/4 inches thick - if you have a man- 
dolin that’s fine otherwise a sharp knife. 

Salt and pepper to taste. 


In a bowl, place the ricotta, egg and par- 
mesan cheese and mix well. 

Mix the spinach into the mixture un- 
til well blended. In the event that there is 
moisture from the spinach, use a quarter 
cup of seasoned breadcrumbs and add the 
salt and pepper. 

After slicing the potatoes arrange them 
in the prepared pan. 

Place the slices like you would a pie 
crust building up and covering the sides and 
the bottom. 

Place the Ricotta mixture on top of po- 
tato crust. 

Bake in the preheated oven 40 to 50 
minutes until bubbly. 

Cut when cooled.

drivers are still struggling to 
warm up to the idea of full 
vehicle automation. 

AAA’s national survey 
found that 14 percent of 
drivers would trust riding in 
a vehicle that drives itself, 
similar to last year’s results. 
However, 86 percent either 
said they would be afraid to 
ride in a self-driving vehicle 
(54 percent) or are unsure 
about it (32 percent). A local 
AAA Northeast survey re- 
vealed that less than 30 per- 
cent of people feel safe rid- 
ing in a self-driving car, and 
two-thirds of those surveyed 
said the speed of the vehicle 
would impact their comfort 
level, with more than half 


indicating they’d feel safer 
in a slower-moving urban 
setting. 
COVID-19 Has 
Had Little Impact 

People’s hesitation to- 
ward self-driving vehicles 
is reflected by how little 
the pandemic has changed 
opinion. AAA asked drivers 
if COVID-19 would influ- 
ence their decision to use a 
self-driving vehicle as an al- 
ternative to public transpor- 
tation or ride-hailing. Only a 
relatively small number said 
they would be more likely to 
opt for a self-driving vehi- 
cle, but a larger number said 
COVID-19 would make no 
difference in affecting their 
decision. 

Self-driving vehicles are 


still years away from be- 
ing available to consum- 
ers. However, as testing on 
public roads expands, driv- 
ers will likely interact with 
various levels of new vehi- 
cle technology. The public 
should also find opportuni- 
ties to educate themselves 
on when and how self-driv- 
ing vehicles will be a part of 
daily life. A collective effort 
by both industry and con- 
sumers is what it will take to 
move the needle away from 
apprehension and closer to- 
ward acceptance. 
“Transparent, accurate 
and frequent information 
from the industries involved 
in developing self-driving 
vehicles will ease consumer 
concerns,” Maguire said.

Wait Until I’m 70?

Dear Rusty: I’m currently 67 years old and still work- 
ing full time. I took a big financial hit in 2008, which is 
why I’m still working, and I expect to continue work- 
ing until I’m 70. My question is: should I take Social 
Security now, bank it until I’m 70, and then pay it out to 
myself upon retirement? Or would it be better to hold off 
until I’m 70 to claim. Longevity of about 85 seems to run 
in my family. Signed: Working Senior 

Dear Working Senior: I’m afraid there’s no simple 
answer to your question, but I’ll give you some points 
to ponder. 

If you don’t need the money right now, and you ex- 
pect to enjoy at least average longevity (about 85 for a 
man your current age), then waiting until you’re 70 will 
give you the maximum monthly benefit and the most in 
cumulative lifetime Social Security benefits if you meet 
average longevity. And if you live beyond the average, 
your cumulative lifetime benefits will be correspond- 
ingly more. Since you’ve already delayed past your full 
retirement age (66) you are already earning delayed re- 
tirement credits (DRCs) at the rate of 8% for each full 
year you delay (the maximum Social Security benefit is 
reached at age 70). 

Can you do better than an 8% annual increase by claim- 
ing now and saving or investing the money? That would 
be the main point to evaluate, and only you know your 
investment options. But you should also consider that - if 
you should die before your wife and she has reached her 
full retirement age — your wife will get 100% of the ben- 
efit you are receiving at your death. If you claim earlier 
(e.g., now), your wife will get that earlier smaller amount 
as your widow. Compare that to what she’ll get by you 
waiting until age 70 to claim, when your benefit will be 
about 24% more than it is now. Again, something for you 
to consider. 

If you claim at age 70 you will have collected about 
the same amount of money at age 82 as if you had 
claimed now. That is your “breakeven” point, which is 
where your expected longevity comes into play. If you 
think you will beat the average and you do, you'll col- 
lect much more in total lifetime Social Security benefits 
by waiting until you are 70 to claim. Of course, no one 
knows how long they will live, but if your family his- 
tory suggests a long life and you’re in good health now, 
delaying is usually a prudent choice. That is, however, a 
decision only you can make.

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RMV Encouraging Customers 
To Renew Expired Inspection Stickers 


The Massachusetts Reg- 
istry of Motor Vehicles 
(RMV) is ramping up cus- 
tomer communication ef- 
forts to encourage anyone 
driving one of over 584,000 
registered vehicles with 
an expired Massachusetts’ 
inspection sticker on their 
vehicle’s front windshield 
to make a plan to get their 
annual inspection and up- 
date their sticker as soon as 
possible. 

All vehicles registered 


- in Massachusetts must pass 


a yearly vehicle emissions 
and safety inspection, also 
known as the Massachu- 
setts Vehicle Check Pro- 
gram, which is essential to 
the safety of the Common- 
wealth’s environment and 
roadways. 

At the outset of the CO- 
VID-19 pandemic, some 
extensions were granted to 
annual inspection stickers 
expiring between March 
and May of 2020, however 
those extensions have since 
expired and no further ex- 
tensions are planned. There 
are 1,800 local inspection 
Stations, many of whom 
are small businesses, across 
Massachusetts that are open 
for business and conducting 
inspections in accordance 
with state public health 
guidelines and safety proto- 
cols. Customers are encour- 
aged to visit the Inspection 
Station Locator to find a 
location near them and plan 
their trip to update their 
sticker. 

“Arinual motor vehicle 
inspections are an_ inte- 
gral part of helping ensure 


-that vehicles travelling on 


roadways across the Com- 
monwealth are deemed safe 
and not releasing dangerous 
emissions that.can be harm- 
ful to individuals and the 
environment,” said Acting 
Secretary of Transporta- 
tion and CEO Jamey Tesler. 
“We are thankful for all of 
the work and collaborative 
efforts that are currently 
underway with the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection, 
Massachusetts State Police,

local law enforcement, and 
key businesses partners and 
stakeholders to remind cus- 
tomers with expired inspec- 
tion stickers to have their 
vehicles inspected as soon 
as possible.” 

\‘The RMV _ encour- 
ages any customer with an 
expired inspection sticker 
to make a plan to get their 
inspection and sticker up- 
dated,” said Acting Regis- 
trar of Motor Vehicles Col- 
leen Ogilvie. “Resources 
are readily available to help 
customers locate a conve- 
nient inspection station and 
guide them through the in- 
spection process, following 
all safety and social distanc- 
ing protocols to keep cus- 
tomers and inspection sta- 
tion staff safe.” 

The RMV is teaming up 
with the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Environmen- 
tal Protection (MassDEP), 
Massachusetts State Police 
(MSP), local law enforce- 
ment, and other business 
partners to remind custom- 
ers of this time-sensitive 
requirement. While driving 
any motor vehicle without a 
valid inspection sticker is a 
traffic violation that may re- 
sult in a fine and impact in- 
dividual insurance rates, the 
RMV is asking law enforce- 
ment to use their discretion 
at this time and help remind 
and not cite those with ex- 
pired stickers it’s time to 
renew. 


“The emissions and safe- 
ty inspection ensures motor 
vehicles operating in Mas- 
sachusetts are safe, properly 
maintained, and not emit- 
ting excess air pollutants 
in our communities, which 
will improve air quality for 
us all,” said MassDEP Com- 
missioner Martin Suuberg. 
“MassDEP, along with our 
program partners, encourag- 
es Massachusetts residents 
to renew their stickers to en- 
sure that their vehicle emis- 
sion systems are inspected 
yearly.” 

“The Massachusetts 
State Police and local law 
enforcement are aware of 
the difficulties of prompt 
vehicle inspection renewal 
caused by the pandemic and 
agree that a reminder may 
be an effective temporary 
alternative to a citation dur- 
ing this current period,” said 
Massachusetts State Police 
(MSP) Colonel Chris Ma- 
son. 

““We encourage individu- 
als to proactively check the 
Current status of their motor 
vehicle inspection stickers, 
and not wait to schedule a 
safety inspection, if war- 
ranted,” said Chelsea Chief 
of Police and President of 
the Massachusetts -Major 
City Chiefs of Police Asso- 
ciation Brian Kyes. 

“You’re safe with us,” 
said New England Service 
Station and Automotive 
Repair Association Presi- 


dent Edgard Fayad. “The 
COVID-19 (coronavirus) 
pandemic has been dynamic 
and intense for all of us in 
the past year. Our inspection 
stations have implemented 
thorough safety measures 
designed to reduce the risk 
of COVID-19 for both our 
staff and customers includ- 
ing clear signs to adhere to 
social distancing, increased 
cleanliness and _ hygiene 
practices, monitoring cus- 
tomer access to waiting 
areas, and masks required 
at all times. From the start 
of this pandemic, gas and 
service stations have been 
considered essential and we 
continue to be committed 
to helping the families and 
communities we serve stay 
safe.” 

RMV records show that 
approximately 584,000 ac- 
tive vehicle registrations 
in Massachusetts currently 
have an expired inspec- 
tion sticker. An email re- 
minder will be sent to the 
437,000 individuals with 
an address on file. Other 
communication efforts will 
include social media out- 
reach, reminders to RMV 
business partners and law 
enforcement, and buck-slip 
reminders will be included 
in registration mailings to 
encourage customers to 
“Check Ya Stickah” and 
take appropriate steps as 
needed.

Officer Fitzgerald approached the 
driver’s side door and observed that the driver was having 
difficulty opening the window. The operator opened and 
shut his rear window multiple times before figuring out how 
to open the driver’s window. The operator immediately be- 
came confrontational before Officer Fitzgerald had a chance

Baker Touts Pooled COVID Testing Program

Gov. Charlie Baker said 
the pooled-testing program 
that is now available to 
school districts statewide 
is key to allowing more in- 
person learning amid the 
coronavirus pandemic and 
to “whatever the next nor- 
mal is going to be here.” 

Baker highlighted the 
pooled-testing program dur- 
ing a Feb. 26 visit to the 
Nock-Molin Middle School 
in Newburyport to see the 
initiative first-hand. 

“This pooled testing 
program which we are here 
today to take a look at is 
something that got launched 
as a first-in-the-nation dem- 
onstration a few months 
ago basically to add a key 
tool to school districts and 
to schools, which was the 
ability for some sort of 
pretty consistent, relatively 
uncomplicated, weekly sur- 
veillance program around 
testing,” he said. 

School districts began 
piloting the pooled-testing

year and the program has 
expanded in recent weeks. 
More than 950 schools 
statewide are now partici- 
pating in pooled tests, Baker 
said, meaning up to 300,000 
students and staff could be 
tested each week. 

“To get to the point 
where this thing is really 
starting to rock and roll is 
a real pleasure, I think, for 
all of us who were looking 
to find a relatively uncom- 
plicated way for schools to 
implement a weekly surveil- 
lance program,” the gover- 
nor said. 

Newburyport was among 
the first communities to 
utilize pool testing, Baker 
noted. 

“In some respects, your 
enrollment in this pool test- 
ing initiative is a big part of 
how we keep kids, faculty, 
and staff safe as we move 
forward with all we can do 
to try to make sure that kids 
have that personal and pro- 
fessional and physical op- 


schools,” he said. 

Baker’s visit to New- 
buryport came days after 
Jeff Riley, the state’s edu- 
cation commissioner, an- 
nounced he would seek 
permission to bring more 
students back to the class- 
room full-time by ending 
districts’ remote and hybrid 
learning models starting in 
April with elementary stu- 
dents. Parents will still be 
able to opt their children out 
of in-person learning and 
keep them enrolled in re- 
mote programs. 

The governor said pool 
tests are key to bringing stu- 
dents back. 

“While we have cer- 
tainly made progress with 
respect to vaccination and 
mitigation, we really need 
to continue to find ways for 
schools to be operational, 
for kids to be in school, and 
for everybody to feel like 
we are doing all we can to 
make sure folks know what 
is actually going on on the 
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many respects why this pro- 
gram in particular is so im- 
portant.” 

Newburyport Mayor 
Donna Holaday shared the 
same sentiment. 

“This pool testing...is 
another tool that will help 
us advance and bring more 
children back to in-person 
learning,” she said. 

The pooled-testing pro- 
gram means multiple nasal 
swabs are collected in a sin- 
gle tube and then tested at 
the same time. If a pool tests 


those individuals in the pool 
are then tested individually 
using a rapid test to deter- 
mine who has the virus and 
then their close contacts can 
be identified. If a pool tests 
negative, the individuals 
in it are all presumed to be 
negative for the virus. 

The state is paying for 
the first six weeks of pooled 
testing in each district. Dis- 
tricts would be able to keep 
the program after that, pro- 
vided they pay for it. Riley 
on Friday suggested com- 


aid money to cover those 
costs. 

Pool testing began last 
week within the Quincy 
Public Schools. The pro- 
gram is being offered to stu- 
dents and staff in grades one 
through three, who are now 
back in the classroom five 
days a week. 

School officials said 
about 150 students and 50 
staff members have signed 
up for the program so far 
and are optimistic that num- 
ber grows as the initiative 
continues.

laser tag, roller rinks, obsta- 
cle courses and trampolines 
~ can also reopen at 50 per- 
cent capacity. 

All other sectors that are 
already open, like retail and 
offices, saw their capacity 
increase from 40 to 50 per- 
cent. Restaurants no longer 
have a percent capacity limit 
and will also be allowed to 
host musical performances. 
Six-foot social distancing 
rules still apply in restau- 
rants, as do limits of six 
people per table and the 
90-minute time limit. 

The move to step one 
of phase four on March 
22 means large stadiums — 
those with over 5,000 seats, 
including Fenway Park, 
Gillette Stadium and TD 
Garden — can reopen at 12 
percent capacity after they 
submit health and safety 
plans to the state. The move 
comes with the Bruins and 
Celtics in the midst of their 
seasons and the Red Sox set 
to open their home slate on 
April 1 against the Orioles. 

“Opening Day is in our 
near future,” Lt. Gov. Karyn 
Polito said Feb. 25 at a press 
conference in’Salem. 


Gathering limits will in- 
crease to 100 people indoors 
and 150 people outdoors 
for event venues and public 
spaces on March 22 as well. 
Gatherings limits for private 
residences and _ backyards 
will remain at 25 people 
outdoors and 10 people in- 
doors. 

In addition, dance floors 
will be allowed at weddings 
anu other events; exhibition 
and convention halls can 
reopen subject to gathering 
limits and other health pro- 
tocols; and overnight sum- 
mer camps will be permitted 
to operate. 

Other phase four busi- 
nesses, including bars and 
nightclubs, will remain 
closed. 

During the press confer- 
ence in Salem, Baker noted 
public health data continue 
to trend in the right direc- 
tion. COVID-19 hospital- 
izations were down from 
2,428 on Jan. 4 to 875 on 
Feb. 24 and the seven-day 
average of percent positivity 
on COVID-19 tests stood at 
1.89 percent. 

“The drop in hospitaliza- 
tions and cases overall is re- 
ally good news,” he said. 


“Today, thanks to every- 
body’s commitment to wear 
masks, to distance where 
appropriate and to do their 
part to stop the spread, we 
can move forward with the 
reopening plan.” 

The governor also noted 
65 percent of residents over 
the age 75 had received 
the COVID-19 vaccine, as 
had 90 percent of residents 
who live in skilled nursing 
homes and 70 percent of 
nursing home staff. 

“We chased a_ whole 
bunch of folks early on — 
and got pretty decent vac- 
cination rates out of them 
— who are among those who 
either work with people 
who end up getting hospital- 
ized or who run the risk of 
getting hospitalized them- 
selves,” he said. 

“AS we continue to vac- 
cinate people, we will take 
additional risk associated 
with the health care system 
off the table.” 

The state is currently us- 
ing Fenway Park and Gil- 
lette Stadium as mass vac- 
cination sites. It is uncertain 
whether they can be used 
for vaccinations once games 
begin.

Cont’d From Page 3 
stressed the importance of 
bringing children back to 
school. 

“The science is pretty 
clear on this one,” Baker 
said. “There are now dozens 
of reports from all over the 
world that it is safe to be in 
school and doctors and pub- 
lic health experts, includ- 
ing Dr. Fauci, all agree that 
getting kids back in school 
needs to be a top priority.” 

The governor brushed off 
the suggestion, made earlier 
in the day by the leader of 
the Massachusetts Teach- 
ers Association, that the 
renewed push for in-person 
learning was an attempt to 
deflect attention away from 
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the state’s vaccination ef- 
forts. 

“We're number one in 
the country for first doses 
per capita among our peer 
states that have more than 
five million people — that’s 
24 states that are basically 
our size or bigger,’ Baker 
said. “I would hate to dis- 
tract from that information, 
because that is a really good 
story.” 

Baker and Riley said 
guidance in place for schaol 
districts, such as those for 


distancing, face masks and 
hygiene, would remain in 
place. Riley said the state 
will continue to require at 
least three feet of spacing 
in schools, though greater 
distances up to six feet are 
preferred. 

“In Europe, in Asia and 
in many states in this coun- 
try, people are at three feet 
or less,” Riley said. “We are 
sticking with our guidance, 
which is three feet, and if

One 
of these participants was 
saved after she had fallen 
the evening before and was 
unable to get off the floor. 
When our “Are You OK?” 
staff followed up after she 
failed to answer the morn- 
ing call, they were able to 
contact the woman’s fam- 
ily who checked on her and 
called an ambulance. In a 
similar situation, another 
participant from Braintree 
was saved after she fell and 
was immobilized but man- 
aged to report her situation 
during her daily check-in 
call. Our office immedi- 
ately called first responders 
who were able to assist the 
woman. 

The benefits of this pro- 
gram are more than just the 
saves, though. The “Are You 
OK?” program gives partic- 
ipants the confidence to live 
independently and know 
that someone is checking in

Register of Deeds Wil- 
liam P. O’Donnell reminds 
Norfolk County homeown- 
ers who are struggling to 
pay their mortgage or facing 
foreclosure that there are 
consumer programs avail- 
able to help them out. There 
has been an increase in no- 
tices to foreclosure and fore- 
closure deeds. 

“The COVID-19  pan- 
demic has caused a great 
deal of upheaval in all our 
lives,’ O’Donnell _ said. 
“Some more than others. 
Some of our neighbors have 
been furloughed or lost their 
jobs all together due to the 
economic impact resulting 
from the COVID-19 pan- 
demic. In the beginning of 
the pandemic, policy mak- 
ers at the state and federal 
levels recognized the im- 
pact the pandemic was hav- 
ing on the ability of many 
to pay their mortgages and 
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rents. A moratorium was put 
in effect which suspended 
foreclosure. However, this 
moratorium expired on Oct. 
17th. 

“While the pandemic has 
been ongoing,” O’Donnell 
continued, “The Norfolk 
Registry of Deeds has been 
working in close coopera- 
tion with Attorney General 
Maura Healey’s office 
monitoring protections af- 
forded to homeowners af- 
fected by the COVID-19 
state of emergency through 
Chapter 65. of the Acts of 
2020, Act Providing for a 
Moratorium on Evictions 
and Foreclosures During 
the COVID-19 Emergency 
as well as protections put 
in place by the Coronavirus 
Aid, Relief, and Economic 
Security Act, Pub L. 116- 
136, (the CARES Act). We 
are very sensitive to how 
this pandemic has caused 
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upheaval in people’s lives, 
and want to do our part to 
ensure compliance with the 
CARES Act.” 

To help those facing is- 
sues paying their mortgage, 
the Registry of Deeds has 
partnered with upstanding 
non-profit agencies by pro- 


moting their services when 
it comes to mortgage modi- 
fication and foreclosure 
programs.

The money for the 
repairs will come from the 
sewer and drain rehabilita- 
tion fund, which developers 
pay into when they construct 
new buildings in the city. 
The repairs will be 
made to a 500-foot sec- 
tion of the brook between 
Bigelow Street and Wash- 


ington Street. Al Grazioso, - ’ 


the city’s commissioner of 
public works, said problems 
found in that portion of the 
culvert need to be fixed im- 
mediately. 

“There are definitely 
structural deficiencies,” he 
said. “It is an emergency 


Situation, so I think we have 
to do immediate repairs.” 
Joseph Shea, an engineer 
with Granite City Partners, 
said the culvert is inspected 
on an annual basis. Con- 
ditions in the section be- 
tween Bigelow Street and 
Washington Street declined 
quickly between 2019 and 
2020, he said. 
“The deterioration from 
what we observed in 2019... 
has happened very quickly, 
sO we need to get in and 
remedy,” Shea said, adding 
that the emergency repairs 
would not prevent long- 
term improvements to the 
entire brook. 


David White, an engi- 
neer with the firm Woodard 
& Curran, said the Spredom- 
inant structural issue is with 
the roof of the structure.” 

White showed council- 
lors several photos of the 
beams that support the roof 
in various stages of dete- 
rioration. The lower rein- 
forcing steel in one con- 
crete beam he highlighted 
had completely torn off the 
beam, placing it “in a posi- 
tion of imminent failure.” 
Old railroad tracks were 
used to support the roof in a 
different section of the cul- 
vert, he said, and “there is 
very little bearing capacity 
left.” 


“The city is undertaking 
some restrictions on the use 
of the surfaces above the 
culvert in the short-term, 
but in the long-term it is go- 
ing to require going in and 
replacing some of these roof 
sections,” White said. 

Ward | Councillor David 
McCarthy, the chairman of 
the council’s finance com- 
mittee, said it is imperative 
to get the repairs done. 

“It is critical that these 
emergency repairs get 
done,” he said. “The cul- 
vert in the Town Brook...is 
in severe need of repair. It 
could possibly have a cave 
in Over there.” 

“I think it is something 


that needs to be done sooner 
than later,’ McCarthy add- 
ed. 

Ward 5 Councillor 
Charles Phelan Jr., whose 
district includes part of the 
neighborhood abutting the 
culvert, said he was con- 
cerned about the ramifica- 
tions of the culvert failing. 

“This area can be sus- 
ceptible to some really bad 
flooding and over the years 
it has really flooded out. If 
something happened to this 
culvert, it would really cre- 
ate a mess in that neighbor- 
hood,” Phelan said. 

“This is an emergency 
situation that we really need 
to move forward. I’m think-

ing of the people who live 
down there and the flood- 
ing that could result if the 
culvert isn’t fixed immedi- 
ately.” 

Ward 2 Councillor An- 
thony Andronico, who also 
represents part of the sur- 
rounding neighborhood, 
said the repairs need to be 
done as soon as possible. 

“Just. looking at the 
photos, it looks like that is 
about to burst,” he said. “We 
would much rather act on it 
sooner than later to avoid an 
emergency situation to po- 
tentially cost more funding 
down the line. It is, I think, 
important to get this done as 
soon as possible.” 


NG Making ‘Concerted Effort’ To Mitigate Outages

Officials with National 
Grid on Monday said they 
are taking steps to mitigate 
power outages that have 
plagued parts of North 
Quincy over the past year. 

Representatives from the 
utility company appeared 
before the City Council 
Monday night to address 
concerns about power out- 
ages in the city at the re- 
quest of Ward 3 Councillor 
Ian Cain. 

“Over the last year or so, 
residents in the city, espe- 
cially in Ward 3, have been 
experiencing _ blackouts,” 
Cain said. 

“We have had a consid- 
erable number of blackouts 
over the past year plus, 
which have been received in 
a frustrating manner given 
that we’re at home during 
COVID - more people are 
working from home, people 


are educating from home 
and there has been disrup- 
tion.” 

Joe Cardinal, National 
Grid’s | community _ rela- 
tions manager for the South 
Shore, said the utility com- 
pany is trying to correct 
those issues. 

“We understand _ that 
there have been problems 
and there are issues. With 
everyone dealing with the 
COVID-19 pandemic and 
everyone working at home, 
it obviously makes it much 
worse when you have a 
power outage when you are 
trying to work from home 
or you are trying to school 
from home,” Cardinal said. 

“We have made a con- 
certed effort to try to go af- 
ter these feeders right away 
and do as much as we can 
as quickly as possible to try 
to mitigate these outages. 
Hopefully, in a short period 


of time we will be able to 
Say we've accomplished 
what we wanted to do on 
these feeders.” 

All of Quincy’s elec- 
tricity enters into the city 
through power lines from 
North Weymouth that pass 
under the Fore River, Car- 
dinal explained; those lines 
connect to a substation on 
Field Street. There are 34 
feeders spread out across the 
four substations within the 
city. Cardinal compared the 
feeders in the substations to 
the circuits that connect to 
individual rooms in one’s 
house; each feeder services 
about 3,00Q customers. 

During National Grid’s 
presentation, officials fo- 
cused on two of the feed- 
ers that originate from the 
North Quincy substation on 
Newport Avenue. 

Eleven major outages 
have occurred on one of 


Foreclosure Assistance Programs 
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website www.norfolkdeeds. 
org, click on the Support tab 
and then click on the subtab 
that mentions Foreclosure 
Assistance.” 

O’Donnell also warned 
homeowners against falling 
prey to for-profit companies 
who offer loan modification 
and credit counseling §ser- 
vices but charge an exorbi- 
tant fee. 

“Even in these times of 
COVID-19, unscrupulous 
for-profit foreclosure relief 
and mortgage modifica- 
tion companies are in some 
cases preying on vulnerable 
homeowners,” O’Donnell 
said, “They make unrealistic 
promises and charge a lot of 
money for doing so. If one 
of these companies is telling 
you something that is too 
good to be true, it probably 
is. Please check out any for- 
profit foreclosure relief and 
mortgage modification com- 
pany before entering into a 
contract with them.” 

Concluding his remarks, 


O’Donnell said: 

“There are important 
discussions ongoing at the 
State House surrounding 
the foreclosures. Hopefully, 
state officials and stakehold- 
ers Can come to a resolution 
that satisfies all parties. With 
the foreclosure moratorium 
rescinded, many individuals 
and families are faced with 
some very difficult deci- 
sions. It is truly tragic that 
sO many are having issues 
paying their mortgages and 
facing foreclosure through 
no fault of their own. If you 
or a loved one are in this sit- 
uation, it would be prudent 
to sit down with a reputable 
non-profit agency such as 
Quincy Community Action 
Programs, NeighborWorks 
Housing Solutions or the 
Massachusetts Attorney 
General’s office to discuss 
what options are available. 

“The Registry is always 
glad to help those facing a 
mortgage delinquency or 
foreclosure crisis by direct 
ing them to one of these 
fine agencies. Each of these 


organizations are there to 
serve your needs in a pro- 
fessional and honorable 
manner.”

The first was caused 
by an overhead fuse failure 
on Granger Street and then

outh South, a 4 p.m. game. 
The team is home again on 
Thursday, April 1 for a 7 
p.m. start against Hanover. 

Quincy and North Quin- 
cy — who traditionally play 
each other on Thanksgiving 
each year — will face off at 
the end of this year’s regular 
season on April 9 at 7 p.m. 
at Veterans’ Memorial Sta- 
dium. 

There will be no: state 
tournament at the end of 
the football. season, but the 
Patriot League, which both 
schools belong to, wil] hold 
the Patriot Cup. The top two 
teams in each of the league’s 
divisions will play in the Pa- 
triot Cup semifinals on April 
16, with the top seed in one 
division facing the second 
seed in the other. Teams that 
do not advance to the league 
tournament will play inter- 
divisional games that week, 


based on their seeding. 

The Quincy-North Quin- 
cy track and field team will 
compete against other teams 
virtually this year starting 
next week. Girls will run on 
Tuesdays and boys will run 
on Wednesdays using the 
track at Faxon Field. 

Kevin Mahoney and JJ 
Niamkey, the athletic direc- 
tors at Quincy High School 
and North Quincy High 
School respectively, pro- 
vided an overview of the 
state guidance for the fall 
II sports during a Feb. 24 
meeting of the School Com- 
mittee’s athletics subcom- 
mittee. 

As part of the rule chang- 
es for this season, football 
teams will be limited to 45 
players and six coaches on 
the sideline during games; 
players must be spaced six 
feet apart. Up to 20 cheer- 
leaders are allowed on the 
sidelines during games as 
well. 

Because football is 
played outdoors, players 
will be allowed to have two 
spectators — parents or sib- 
lings — in attendance. Niam- 
key said Veterans’ Memorial 
Stadium has enough room 
to accommodate spectators 
from both the home and 
away team. 

“We're looking forward 
to hosting home and away 
parents there,” he said. 

Everyone present for a 
game — players, cheerlead- 
ers, coaches, officials and 
fans — must wear a mask at 
all times. Fans in attendance 
also have to maintain six 
feet of distancing. 

Huddles will not be 
permitted during football 
games; players have to keep 
six feet apart and face in the 
same direction before lining 
up for the play. 

“A lot of teams are mov- 
ing to a no-huddle situation 
or calling the play from the 
sideline from a wrist band to 
accommodate that,’ Niam- 
key said. 

There will also be a 
mandatory water break at

the halfway point of each 
quarter. Niamkey said the 
referee will call for a wa- 
ter break during the first 
change of possession after 
six minutes has elapsed in a 
quarter.

He 
noted, however, that fewer 
girls played basketball this 
season, which might have 
been part of a league-wide 
trend. 

Because attendance is 
limited indoors, the athletic 
directors said they have 
been livestreaming some 
games online this year and 
expect that to continue in 
the future. 

“The livestreaming piece 


was awesome. We got a 
ton of positive feedback,” 
from supporters of Quincy’s 
teams and their opponents, 
Mahoney said. 

“It was a huge success 
and something we will look 
to keep doing as we move 
forward. Even in a normal 
year, I think it’s great that 
we might have alumni in a 
different state or whatever 
who can watch the game.” 

Committee member Em- 
ily Lebo welcomed the news 
that the participation rates 
were largely unchanged. 

“That’s great news,” she 
said. “I thought that with 
the number of remote kids 
we had, your participation 
might be very low, but it 
wasn’t and that’s great to 
know. 

Committee member 
Kathryn Hubley asked if the 
45- and 20-person limits for 
football players and cheer- 
leaders, respectively, would 
limit students’ participation 
in those sports. 

Niamkey said it would 
not. About 70 players par- 
ticipate in football in a given 
year, he said, with about 25 
to 30 of them on the fresh- 
man team. 

“No kids will be left be- 
hind or anything like that. 
We will try our best to make 
sure all the kids who want 
to come out and participate 
can participate,’ Niamkey 
said. “The only challenge it 
presents is placing them on 
the field and where to put 
them.” 

Hubley was happy those 
limits wouldn’t result in 
players being left off the 
teams. 

“That was my concern — 
students would be excluded 
that wanted to be able to be 
on a team,” she said. 

Douglas Gutro, the chair- 
person of the athletics com- 


mittee, said it is important 
that the district’s students 
are able to play sports this 
year. 

“Athletics, in the period 
of COVID, is really a bridge 
to normalcy,” he said. “It’s 
really the link to some stu- 
dents having some normal- 
cy in their school life. Thank 
you to you and the coaches 
and all the folks that you 


thanked that made it pos- 
sible. 

“I also can’t emphasize 
enough how much I think 
not only the physical activ- 
ity, the ability to compete, 
but the social and emotional 
aspect of it I think is ex- 
tremely meaningful to all 
of the participants, all of the 
student athletes, as well,” 
Gutro added.

Palmucci

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci on Monday in- 
voked parliamentary pro- 
cedure to temporarily delay 
a vote to rename a North 
Quincy street in honor of a 
Catholic priest. 

Palmucci objected to the 
request, meaning discussion 
of the item was tabled until 
the next council meeting on 
March 15. 

Mayor Thomas Koch and 
Ward 6 Councillor William 
Harris had proposed renam- 
ing the portion of Glover 
Avenue between Pierce 
Street and Hancock Street 
“Father Heery Way” in hon- 
or of the late Rev. Cornelius 
Heery. That section of Glov- 
er Avenue is adjacent to Sa- 
cred Heart Church and the 
Quincy Catholic Academy. 

“Father Heery influenced 
so many of the lives of his 
congregations throughout 
his many years of service, 
especially at Sacred Heart,” 
Harris said. “I’m honored 
to make this motion for the 
renaming of that portion of 
Glover Ave to Father Heery 
Way.” 

Palmucci initially said he 
would not vote against the 
proposal, because he trusted 
that Heery was worthy of 
such an honor. Palmucci, 
however, said he was con- 
cerned about renaming a 
street for a Catholic priest 
in light of Koch’s comments 
in last week’s Quincy Sun in 
which the mayor stated he 
did not see the need for cre- 
ating a Department of Social 


ond feeder. National Grid 
has also taken steps to keep 
animals, typically squirrels, 
from entering the substa- 
tion. 

Cardinal also noted that 
trees along each feeder have 
to be trimmed every five 
years. National Grid will 
trim trees around 21 feed- 
ers, representing 135 miles 
of power lines, during fis- 
cal year 2022, which starts 
April 1. Those include the 
two previously mentioned 
feeders that originate from 
the North Quincy substa- 
tion. 

National Grid’s arborist 
and the city’s arborist are 


currently working through 
the permitting necessary for 
that trimming to take place, 
Cardinal said. 

“There is some back and 
forth going on,” he said. 

Joe Carroll, who also 
works for National Grid, 
said the company has been 
able to get permits from the 
city for smaller tree trim- 
ming projects but tree trim- 
ming around each feeder is 
a much larger undertaking. 

“The intent is to try to 
get it done...before it gets 
heavily leafed and run into 
the later part of the hurri- 
cane season in June, July, 
August,” Carroll said. 


In addition, . Cardinal 
noted National Grid plans 
to replace the underground 
transmission lines that con- 
nect the Field Street and 
North Quincy substations 
via Field Street, Southern 
Artery, Furnace Brook Park- 
way and Newport Avenue. 
The current transmission 
lines were installed in the 
1960s or 1970s, Cardinal 
said, and will be replaced 
with a manhole and duct 
system. 

Construction on the 
transmission cable project, 
which has a $75 million 
price tag, is expected to start 
in the spring of 2022.

“Seeing this on_ the 
agenda and having read the 
mayor’s words last week, it 
really made me think,” Pal- 
mucci said. 

“We have Muslim 
mosques in this city, we 
have Buddhist temples in 
this city, we have Protes- 
tant and Baptist churches, 
among other places of plac- 
es of worship, but the city as 
far as I know — and some- 
one please correct me if you 
know differently — the city 
only has streets named after 
Catholic priests. I know of 
at least one in Ward 4. 

“I’m not aware of any 
street named after any other 
faith leader from any other 
denomination in the entire 
city. So, while the mayor 
may say he does not see a 
need, I respectfully disagree. 
This is what it’s about — it’s 
about people who aren’t 
Catholic and how they in- 
teract with the government 
and how they see their city 
government taking actions.” 

Ward | Councillor David 
McCarthy interjected with 
a point of order during Pal- 
mucci’s comments. 

“The point of order is the 
topic you’re talking about,” 
McCarthy said. “We’re talk- 
ing about naming a street 
and you’re making accusa- 
tions that Catholics are the 
only ones getting named 
with streets and I don’t 
know if you have any infor- 
mation to back that up.” 

“You have no idea,” Mc- 
Carthy added. “You have no 


idea.” 

With Palmucci and Mc- 
Carthy talking over each 
other, Council President 
Nina Liang muted both of 
them. 

“Both of you know that 
I don’t like this kind of dia- 
logue when we’re jumping 
in just to attack one anoth- 
er,” she said. “You all know 
also that I try to leave this 
space open for each and ev- 
ery one of you to talk about 
issues that are important to 
you.” 

“I don’t like us talking 
over one another and I think 
we need to remind ourselves 
that we are here to be re- 
spectful of each other as 
well,” Liang added. 

Palmucci then objected 
to the proposal, tabling the 
discussion, so that the ad- 
ministration could come 
back at the next meeting 
and say whether or not other 
public streets have been 
named for other faith lead- 
ers. 

Harris, the Ward 6 coun- 
cillor, then raised a point 
of order, asking City Clerk 
Nicole Crispo, the council’s 
parliamentarian, whether 
the objection was proper be- 
cause it was not made dur- 
ing the reading of the item. 

Crispo said Harris was 
correct that the council 
rules require an objection 
be made during the read- 
ing of the item. Crispo said, 
however, that past practice 
has allowed objections fol- 
lowing the discussion of an 
item. Liang sustained Pal- 


AAA: Gasoline Prices Up 8 Cents 


Massachusetts’s average 
gas price is up eight cents 
from last week ($2.56), av- 
eraging $2.64 per gallon. 
Monday’s price is 25 cents 
higher than a month ago 
($2.39), and 18 cents higher 
than March 1, 2020 ($2.46). 
Massachusetts’s average gas 
price is 8 cents lower than 
the national average. 

The latest price jumps 


are a direct result of Feb- 
ruary’s winter storm that 
took 26 U.S. refineries of- 
fline and pushed refinery 
utilization from an average 
of about 83% down to an 
atypical low of 68%, ac- 
cording to the Energy In- 
formation Administration 
(EIA). In its latest data, ELA 
also reported demand at 7.2 
million barrels per day. Both 


utilization and demand rates 
have not been reported this 
low since last May. 
AAA forecasts the na- 
tional gas price average to 
hit at least $2.80 in March. 
For motorists, that means 
they can expect continued 
increases of at least 5-10 
cents locally until refinery 
Operations are stable.

Rhine Wine Glass --- Most 
of us have a few differently 
shaped glasses, some to use 
every day and others for par- 
ties. You.need a water glass 
and wine glasses, one for white 
wine and another for red. Be- 
fore dinner you need cocktail 
glasses and rocks glasses for 
whiskey “on the rocks” (ice 
cubes). It is possible to col- 
lect vintage glassware in more 
than a dozen shapes. Cordial 
glasses are popular because 
they are small and made by 
many firms in many colors, 
often with cut, engraved or 
painted decorations. 
A Rhine wine glass was of- 
fered at Woody Auctions in 
2019. It is a rarely used shape 
with a cupped bowl, a tall 
stem and a flat round foot. The 
auction had an example made 
by Val St. Lambert, a Bel- 
gian glass firm that started in 
1825 and is still working. The 
auctioned example was made 
of blue glass cut to Vaseline 
glass with a clear stem. It sold 
for $450. The company cop- 
ied many United States glass 
patterns, including some used 
by Fry, Libbey, Sandwich, 
Dorflinger, Bergen and more. 
It also made vases, punch 
bowls, biscuit jars, compotes, 
candlesticks, coasters and 
many other table items. 
Val St. Lambert can be hard 
to identify. When new, there 
is a paper label or the com- 
pany name in a circle or an 
oval with clipped ends. It also 
may say “depose,” the French 
word that refers to a design 
patent.

March is Women’s History Month, 
kicked off in part by International 
Women’s Day on March 8. It’s billed 
as “a global day celebrating the social, 
economic, cultural and political 
achievements of women,” and by gol- 
ly, there's much to celebrate — strong 
female characters, biopics of ground- 
breaking women, inspirational stones 
from every corner of the globe. Here 
are five wonderful stories of women 
to start you off: 

Whale Rider — Paikea Apirana 
(“Pai”) was born into a New Zealand 
tribe that awards its leadership to the 
first-born male. Pai is first-born and in 
the line of succession, and feels that 
being chief is a destiny and right, but 
she is a 12-year-old girl. However, 
through word and deed, she proves 
her feelings right again and again, 
despite a grandfather who rebuffs 
her attempts to learn the traditional 
fighting style (which she learns any- 
way and masters) and who does not 
include her in ritual initiations (find- 
ing a whale tooth). 

Queen of Katwe — The true sto- 
ry of Ugandan chess phenomenon 
Phiona Mutesi (Madina Nalwanga), 
born in Katwe, a slum on the outskirts 
of Kampala. Under the tutelage of 
missionary Robert Katende (David 
Oyelowo), she learns chess, perse- 
verance and the power of confidence. 
Phiona works her way through local 
and international contests, setting her 
sights on the success necessary to lift 
her loving family out of poverty. 

On the Basis of Sex (PG-13) — A 
brilliant mind coupled with an incred- 
ibly dedicated work ethic, Associate 
Justice Ruth Bader Ginsberg (Felicity 
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Jones), the Notorious RBG, finished 
law school with honors under adverse 
circumstances, but couldn't find a job 
working as a lawyer due solely to her 
being a woman. When her lawyer hus- 
band comes across an obscure but rev- 
olutionary tax-law case, Ruth sees it for 
the opportunity it is. You can’t please all 
of the people when you dramatize the 
life of acherished legend, but I liked this 
story's inspirational focus.

Harriet (PG-13) — From self-lib- 
eration to American human-nghts 
icon, Harriet Tubman (Cynthia En- 
vo) takes center stage in a stirring and 
inspirational biopic. When her hus- 
band, a freeman, attempts to secure 
her release, the farm’s owner refuses. 
Tubman is |abeléd a troublemaker and 
sent to be sold, but escapes, making 
the arduous trek to Pennsylvania and 
winning her freedom. She then returns 
for her family again and again, bring- 
ing home many slaves in the process. 

A League of Their Own — A live- 
ly cast of characters led by Geena 
Davis, Lori Petty, Madonna and Ros- 
i¢ O'Donnell (oh, and Tom Hanks) 
breathes life into the story of the 
All-American Girls Professional 
Baseball League, a wartime effort to 
keep sports alive while the boys were 
off fighting.

In the ordinary course of events, 
declarer will encounter a number of 
deals where his contract is sure to 
make regardless of how the oppo 
nents’ cards are divided and how he 
chooses to play them. Such hands are 
sometimes called pianolas. 

In other hands that also are certain to 
succeed, a moderate amount of skill 
may be required to protect against the 
possibility of defeat. These are the 
hands that appeal to the real student 
of the game. 

Today's deal is from that class. 


South is sure to make three notrump 
against any distribution of the oppo- 
nents’ cards, provided he takes a few 
necessary precautions, 

Dummy’s long diamond suit 1s 
good for six tricks unless one detend- 
er has four or five diamonds to the 
jack. Declarer’s primary concern, 
therefore, is to guard against an unfa- 
vorable diamond break. 

The first productive step is taken 
when West’s king-of-spades lead 
is allowed to win. Refusal to take 
the trick acts as a barrier to the con- 
tinuation of that suit and prevents 
the spade suit from later being run 
against declarer. This could happen 
if the ace were taken at trick one and 
East later pained the lead to return a 
spade through the J-8. 

Let’s assume West shifts to a heart 
at trick two. South takes care to win 
with the king, cashes the ace of dia- 
monds and leads the queen. After 
West follows, declarer overtakes the 
queen with the king to guard against 
the possibility that West may have 
been dealt the J-x-x-x of diamonds. 

This protective step may cost 
declarer a trick, but it guarantees 
scoring at least five diamond tricks, 
thereby assuring the contract. The 
diamond ten is next led, and at least 
nine tricks become a certainty 

Overtaking the diamond queen may 
seem wasteful, but since it insures 
against any possibility of defeat, it ts 
clearly the right play.

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Half of Seniors Have 
H. Pylori Infection 


DEAR DR. ROACH: Could 
you give some additional infor- 
mation about H. pylori infec- 
tion? I was diagnosed with it re- 
cently, via biopsies taken during 
an endoscopic procedure. I was 
given instructions on antibiot- 
ics to be taken, which I followed 
through on. When talking to my 
doctor’s physician assistant, I 
asked -what could have caused 
the infection, to try to prevent 
it from recurring. I was given a 
very cursory response, includ- 
ing that it could have come from 
eating at “Mom and Pop” res- 
taurants. From research I did 
after that, it seems that it can 
be present for a long period of 
time without being noticed, and 
many times the cause is unsure. 

After I finished the antibiot- 
ics, | was told to have a follow- 
up test to make sure they were 
effective. I was given a choice of 
a stool test or a breathing test; 
I chose the breathing test. I was 
surprised at how easy it was. 
Are those tests also used to ini- 
tially detect an infection, with- 
out a biopsy? -- AY.Y. 

ANSWER: Helicobacter pylo- 
ri is an important cause of chronic 
gastritis (stomach inflammation), 
the most important cause of stom- 
ach ulcers, and is an important 
factor in stomach cancer and in- 
testinal lymphoma. Between 50% 
and 66% of the population of the 
world is affected. The older a per- 
son is, the more likely he or she is 
to have infection: In the U.S., it’s 
about 10% in those between 18 
and 30 years old, but 50% in those 
over 60. This likely represents an 
improvement in hygiene, as most 
infections are acquired in child- 
hood and persist throughout life. 

It is thought that most infection 
occurs person-to-person, possibly 
through water or from poor hand- 
washing before food preparation. 
H. pylori is much more common 
in developing nations. In the US., 
infection is more common in peo- 
-ple of lower socioeconomic status. 


has symptoms or needs treatment. 
People with ulcers or gastritis are 
generally treated with several an- 
tibiotics for 10-14 days along with 
antacid medicine. The diagnosis 
can be made by biopsy, as yours 
was, or by the stool or breath test. 

The breath test is at least 95% 
specific (if the test is positive, 
it’s- very likely to be a true posi- 
tive) but 90% sensitive, meaning 
one person in 10 with the bacteria 
will have a false negative test. The 
stool test is close to 95% sensitive 
and specific. Blood testing is more 
likely to have false positive and 
false negative results. In addition 
to making the diagnosis, the stool 
or breath test is recommended to 
confirm eradication of the infec- 
tion.

DEAR DR. ROACH: Is chla- 
mydia easy to cure with antibiot- 
ics? -- Anon. 

ANSWER: Although there 
are several different species of the 
bacterium Chlamydia, including 
an important one that causes pneu- 
monia, | assume you mean chla- 
mydia trachomatis, the kind that 
causes genital disease in both men 
and women. 

Yes, it can be easily cured. The 
cure rate with either of the first- 
line antibiotics, doxycycline or 
azithromycin, is 96% to 100%. 
The hard part is making the diag- 
nosis, since the infection can be 
clinically silent, but can still be 
passed on. Unfortunately, unless 
all partners are treated simultane- 
ously, it’s possible to be reinfected. 

Gonorrhea is often present at 
the same time as chlamydia, and 
it’s important that testing for that 
infection also be done
